How the ftrent Louisiana Fraud la 


Operdted-.Monthly »rai?ings 


to Be Abandoned, 


NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 21.—The usual 


iffidavifs from stool pigeon of the lot- 
ery company stating that (hey held 
ertain tickets and won the larger prizes 
)f 8300,000 and 8100,000 will not ap 
pear this month, as the prizes were 
oaled and only one-fourth of each 
ticket was sold. This is a new scheme 


>f the lottery company. The mails 
>eing closed to the company, the sale of 
iokets waa comparatively small, and so 
lie lottery sharks "got even" with the 
rarohasers by putting only fractions on 
aoh ticket in the wheel, 
It is rumored that after the Mardi Gras 
estivities the monthly drawings will be 
discontinued. There will be the usual 
arge crowd—a hundred thousand or 
more—during the carnival, and the lot- 
cry sharks invariably reap a rich bar- 
est, The doily drawings, which scoop 
p about ten thousand dollars a day, 
ill be continued and further improver- 
sh the poorer classes who invest 25 or 
0 cents doily as regularly as they go to 
market, 


On the corners of the streets leading 
o the markets, and in the market, ont- 
rying the fish and vegetable venders, 
he lottery-ticket-seller is found with a 
andful of tickets appealing to every- 
ody to "buy a ticket and win a for- 
une." "Who would work when they 
an win a fortune for SI? Buy a ticket 
or 25 cents and you can take a trip to 
iurope." 
The vegetable woman buys a ticket 
rom the proceeds of her oabbcga sales, 
ud the poor woman stints her pur- 
hases in order to buy a coupon, with a 
ain hope of winning a prize, and her 
market basket is carried home that 
much the lighter. It iVno wonder that 
be poor are ever poor and cannot pay 
heirtases. Were this winter climate 
as vigorous as it is in the northern 
ities the destitution would be even 
reater than it is. The lottery is about 
he only cause of the sufferings of the 
oorer classes of this city. 
Au unwritten incident of the lottery 
harpers is to the effect that several 
ears ago the large prizes were won by 
ie company in this way: The tube 
ontaining the figures of the large prize, 
300,000, had rough edges and was 
haped differently from the tubes oon- 
lining the smaller prizes, and in taking 
ieni out of the prize wheel the blind- 
olded boy could "see," or rather feel 
he larger prizes. This capital-prize 
•ube be held in the palm of his hand, as 
gambler does a pair of aces, until the 
lindfolded boy at the other wheel 
eaohed a number known to be held by 
10 lottery company, and which had also 
wen "palmed" by the boy at the big 
wheel. These boys received very large 
alaries. Finally, a "quiet" exposure 
was made, and then, to prevent further 


nrtioulars from coming to light, each 
f these very shrewd boys retired from 
le lottery wheel, and are now living in 
'style" on the interest of their know- 
edge. 


Later on the lottery adopted another 
Ian. The tubes containing the capital 
and other large prizes were placed in a 
ittle glass pocket just inside the open- 
ng or door of the glass wheel from 
which the prizes are drawn.

ocket is so arranged that the deception

Scott, secretary of the National Order of 
Railway Conductors and a train dis- 
patcher for the Chicago and Erie at 
finutiugton, Indiana, was suspended for 
issuing a train order which nearly pre- 
cipitated a disastrous collision. In con- 
sequence the trainmen and operators 
employed by the company threat- 
ened to 
str.ke if 
Scott was not 


reinstated, and several conferences have 
been held between them and the man- 
ngemeut at Hantington. In the mean- 
time, the company learned that Soott 
had been discharged from the New York, 
Lake Erie and Western, where his supe- 
riors gave him a record for unreliability. 
General Manager Tucker decided that it 
would be unsafe to leave Soott in charge 
of train orders, and determiaed to make 
his suspension permanent.
